50  Years  Ago 

Barney  Bluestone,  of  Syracuse,  NY, 
announced  in  a full  page  ad  in  the 
Numismatic  Scrapbook  that  he  had  been 
awarded  the  privilege  of  auctioning  the 
Demand,  Interest  Bearing,  Legal  Tender  and 
Coin  Notes  from  the  Albert  A.  Grinnell 
collection.  The  sale  was  scheduled  for 
November  25,  1944.  Catalogs  were  offered 
for  $1.  A3  cent  dark  curtain  variety 
Fractional  note  was  offered  for  $1.50  by 
Federal  Coin  Exchange  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

James  Buchbinder,  Secretary  of  the 
Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society  announced  that 
the  10th  Anniversary  banquet  would  be  held 
at  the  Plankinton  House  on  October  27, 
1944.  $2  per  plate. 

In  the  November  issue  of  Numismatic 
Scrapbook,  Bens  Stamp  & Coin  of  Chicago 
offered  a Christmas  suggestion  of  4 
different  large  size  $5's  for  $25.  The 
December  issue  contained  a list  of  the  very 
first  National  Bank  in  each  of  the  48 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  Bebee 
Stamp  & Coin  offered  State  Bank  Notes  by 
Dr.  Muscalus  for  $2.  A crisp  uncirculated 
set  of  "R  & S"  bills  was  offered  for  $3  by 
T.F.  Porkney  of  Chi.IL,  10  sets  for  $27. 

100  Years  Ago 

Dues  in  the  ANA  continued  at  $1,  with  a 
50  cents  initiation  fee.  The  Treasury 
Department  reported  in  1894  that  currency 
in  circulation,  of  all  types,  amounted  to 
$1,112,091,198.  The  Numismatist  described 
Lyman  H.  Low,  numismatic  specialist  at  the 
Scott  Stamp  & Coin  Co.,  as  the  best  known 
Numismatist  in  the  country.  The  Detroit 
Coin  Club  met  at  the  office  of  Dr.  Joseph 
Lathrup . Early  Copper  Coins,  and  Seated 
Half  Dollars  were  displayed  and  discussed. 
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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


The  Paper  Money 
collectors  of  Michigan 
co-hosted  the  Michigan 
State  Numismatic  Show 
in  Dearborn.  MI  on 
November  25,26,27.  We 
had  to  set  up  the 
tables  and  put  out  the 
cases  and  lamps  for 
the  dealers  on 
Wednesday  evening 
between  5 & 8 p.m.  We 
came  up  short  on  lamps 
so  I shopped  all  the 
stores  that  were  open 
and  got  some  more . As 
it  turned  out  there 
was  a snafu  in  the 
computer  records  and  there  actually  were  enough 
lamps  after  all.  Sunday  evening  after  the  show 
we  had  to  box  up  all  the  cases  and  load  them  back 
in  the  truck  for  storage  until  the  next  show.  For 
this,  we  will  receive  a nice  check  from  Michigan 
State  Numismatic  Society. 

The  numismatic  fraternity  turned  out  in  great 
numbers  for  the  show  and  all  the  dealers  I talked 
to  were  jubilant  with  their  results.  The  main 
bourse  room  was  sold  out  well  in  advance,  as  was 
the  overflow  annex  room.  ANACS  was  there  to  grade 
coins  and  accept  any  that  people  wanted  to  send 
in  to  slab.  The  slabbing  of  coins  is  still 
continuing  but  at  the  rate  they're  going  it  won't 
be  long  before  they  have  all  the  high  grade  older 
coins  slabbed.  I suppose  then  they  will  turn  to 
the  modern  commemorative  coins  that  the  mint  is 
flooding  us  with.  I'm  glad  I love  paper  money 
more  than  coins  and  that  the  idea  of  slabbing 
paper  currency  has  been  put  in  the  past. 

Our  PMCM  meeting  got  off  to  a later  start  than 
our  normal  2:00  p.m.  time  due  to  an  educational 
forum  that  was  of  great  interest  and  related  to 
paper  money,  as  well.  We  got  under  way  at  2:30 
with  about  30  people  in  attendance.  The  exhibits 
were  all  so  great  that  for  the  first  time  in  my 
recollection  we  had  three  tied  for  first  place 
and  had  to  reconvene  to  get  the  judges  to  use 
points  for  first,  second  and  third  to  break  the 
tie.  Bill  Brandimore  was  declared  the  recipient 
of  the  Best  of  Show  award  and  received  the 
beautiful  traveling  plaque  as  the  first  winner  of 
this  award.  The  plaque  contains  a nice  new  first 
National  Bank  of  Detroit,  Charter  10525  $5  Plain 
back  1902  National  Bank  Note  and  is  to  be  kept 
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by  Bill  for  one  year  and  then  returned  to 
the  1995  Fall  MSNS  Show  to  be  awarded  to 
the  next  winner.  Get  in  the  act  all  you 
PMCM  members  and  assemble  an  exhibit  so  you 
can  be  a winner.  Joe  Mikola jczyk  and  Chuck 
Fenwick  were  the  other  exhibitors  who  had 
tied  for  first. 

Our  PMCM  meeting  also  had  two  other 
"firsts"!  One  was  that  we  have  decided  to 
serve  donuts,  soft  drinks  and  coffee!  That 
went  over  real  well  and  all  of  us  added  a 
few  calories  to  our  waist  lines.

I want  to  thank  Florence  personally  for 
this  generous  idea  and  I think  we  should  do 
this  at  future  meetings.  Bob  Thiel,  our 
treasurer,  traveled  from  New  York  state  to 
help  out  and  attend  the  meeting,  thanks 
Bob .

FEATURE  ARTICLE: 

Beginning  To  Collect  Small  Size  Notes 

By  William  Brandimore 

I try  to  keep  my  collecting  focus  narrow.  As 
much  as  I'd  like  to  collect  everything,  it's  just 
impossible ...  and  pretty  expensive  as  well.  But, 
when  I realized  that  there  weren't  a lot  of 
affordable  Fractional  notes  left  to  pursue  for 
completion  of  my  set,  and  that  those  remaining 
were  hard  to  find  and  really  expensive,  it  just 
made  good  sense  to  expand  into  Nationals ...  first 
Wisconsin,  then  Michigan.  This  included  my  first 
small  size  notes.  . .little  guys  with  town  names  on 
them. .. interesting  little  guys. 

When  I got  to  a standstill  with  my  Wisconsin 
and  Michigan  UP  nationals  (same  problem.  . .hard  to 
find  and  pretty  expensive)  I began  to  look  at  the 
rest  of  the  Small  size  notes. 

Having  started  out  with  Large  size  type  and 
then  Fractional,  however,  at  first  they  didn't 
seem  as  exciting.  It's  all  in  the  way  you  look 
at  things . 

For  one  thing,  the  fact  that  collecting  small 
size  meant  putting  away  notes  that  looked  just 
like  the  notes  in  my  wallet  seemed  to  make  it 
less  challenging. 

There  were  some  obvious  differences,  however, 
and  I decided  to  start  out  with  a basic  type 
collection.  Right  away  I knew  I liked  those 
"Funny  Backs",  so,  a 192  8 $1  Red  Seal,  then  a 
1928A  Silver  Certificate,  then  a 1934  Silver 
Certificate  and  I had  a basic  type  set  of  funny 
backs.  They  were  different  and  colorful,  too. 

Next  I took  a look  at  the  "modern"  Silver 
Certificates,  and  I added  a with  and  without  "In 
God  We  Trust". . .and  bingo,  my  dollars  were  almost 
done . 

WWII  Emergency  currency  provided  the  most 
interesting  notes,  with  a brown  seal  Hawaii 
overprint  and  a gold  seal  North  Africa  dollar 
bill  I needed  only  to  add  a green  seal  Federal 
Reserve  Note  and  the  expensive  R&S  pair  for  all 
the  types  of  $1  bills. 

If  I wanted  to  I could  work  on  District  sets, 
an  FRN  from  each  of  the  12  Districts,  for  each  of 
the  various  signature  combinations  that  provide 
the  a's  and  b's  of  the  year  series.  That  didn't 
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excite  me,  but  low  serial  numbers  did. . .so, 
I went  back  to  my  Red  seal  $1  and  located  a 
note  from  the  first  block  of  4,000  notes 
issued.  Lots  of  zeros  to  start  and  a 
little  better  centered  note,  as  well. 
Along  the  way  I sort  of  figured  out  that  it 
was  tough,  to  find  well  centered  1928  red 
seal  $l's...by  observation,  and  by 
conversation  with  small  size  dealers.  I 
also  picked  up  a relatively  common  silver 
certificate  but  with  serial  #28. . .and  a lot 
of  zeros . 

Along  about  this  time  Dean  Oakes  brought 
out  his  Small  Size  book...  a must,  as  it 
identifies  scarce  blocks,  explains  the 
mysteries  of  Mules  and  certainly  tells  you 
as  much  as  you'd  care  to  know  about  small 
size  notes.  Along  the  way  I also  managed 
to  pick  up  copies  of  some  of  O'Donnells 
small  size  books  and  some  other  references, 
including  a helpful  book  by  Neil  Shaffer. 

Now  I've  added  red  seal  two's... one  each 
from  a 1928  series,  a 1953  series  and  the 
1963  series,  as  well  as  a green  seal  1976 
issue.  The  good  news  is  some  dealers  have 
no  respect  for  small  size  notes . . . I picked 
up  some  choice  unc  1928G  $2  notes  for 
$3...  not  a rare  note,  but  a rare 
price.  . .and  you  can  cherry  pick  if  you  spot 
1928  C,  D or  E Silver  Certificates;  or  a 
number  of  other  issues  that  make  the  same 
difference  an  s-vdb  makes  on  a Lincoln 
cent . 

I am  trying  to  stay  with  uncirculated 
notes,  but  I added  a $10  North  Africa  star 
note  in  VF  to  my  collection  recently,  as  I 
don't  know  if  I want  to  pay  the 
uncirculated  premium  for  that  note. 

Finally,  a comment  on  my  motivation.  I 
think  if  we  go  to  a dollar  coin  in  place  of 
a paper  dollar  there  will  be  great  interest 
in  paper  money  collecting' relative  to  the 
vanishing  of  an  old  favorite;  the  small 
size  $1  bill,  and  you  can  cherry  pick  if 
you  study  the  field  a bit.  Particularly 
with  regard  to  scarce  blocks ! 

I'm  still  going  slow,  but  I'm  having  fun 
with  Small  Size  notes,  and  you  can,  too. 

BEP  REPORT 

Based  on  survey  feedback,  I will  arrange 
the  data  by  Denomination,  as  opposed  to 
District  listings.  The  BEP  report  that 
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Doug  Murray  furnishes  so  faithfully  has  been 
listing  the  data  by  District  for  a year  or  since 
they  changed  their  format.
